Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language.

In figures 6 and 9A-9F, the cited patent shows a device for deploying a patch for 
covering a tissue opening having a catheter having a proximal and distal ends, a 
plurality of tissue anchors positioned in the distal end of the catheter and configured to 
be released from the distal end circumferentially about the opening, and a patch 
configured to be attached across the opening by the plurality of tissue anchors.
